IDEAS.... In  July,  Pacifica  won  the 
right  for  all  non-commercial  broad- 
casters to  editorialize,  thanks  to 
a  decision  handed  down  by  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court.  We  at  Pacifica  have 
not  yet  developed  a  policy  on  how 
to  best  editorialize  on  our  air- 
waves. 

Here  are  seme  of  the  issues/ques- 
tions to  be  considered:  Should  we 
leave  it  up  to  each  station  to  esta- 
blish its  own  policy?  What  if  tuo 
Pacifica  stations  have  differing 
views  on  a  particular  issue?  Who 
makes  the  decision  as  to  editorial 
content?  Should  there  be  Pacifica- 
wide  only  editorials?  Should  Paci- 
fica editorials  sound  differently 
than  those  currently  on  commercial  \ 
media  (e.g.  the  official  spokesper- 
son or  management  speaking  to  the 
audience).  What  other  alternatives 
are  there,  such  as  mini-documentar- 
ies, an  editorial  followed  by  lis- 
tener call-ins?  Or,  should  there 
be  no  editorial  policy  at  all? 

Some  say  we  sould  let  this  whole 
issue  fade  away.  But,  I  am  reminded 
of  a  KPFT  programmer  who  once  said, 
"IF  YOU  WSE  YOUR  FIRST  ADMENDMENT 
RlOflS,  YOU'LL  NEVER  KNJW  WHEN  YOU 
HAVE  LOST  WE  REST! "

During  October  KPFT 
prominently  aired  charges  by 
ex-CIA  official  John  Stock- 
well  that  the  U.S.  plans  a 
post-election  invasion  of  Nic- 
aragua, and  possibly  Cuba. 
Stock  well,  who  directed  the 
CIA)s  secret  war  in  Angola 
in  the  1970's,  is  the  highest 
ranking  former  CIA  agent  to 
openly  criticize  the  agency. 
StockwelTs  charges  about 
U.S.  intentions  in  Nicaragua 
echo  similar  allegations  made 
recently  by  Daniel  Ortega 
at  the  United  Nations  and 
former  Admiral  LaRoque  of 
the  Center  for  Defense  In- 
formation. KPFT  recently 
broadcast  a  Pacifica  report, 
not  carried  by  most  other 
media,  of  Cuba's  discovery 
of  a  detailed  secret  plan  for 
the   U.S.  invasion  of  Cuba. 

Do     broadcasts    like    these 
make    us    alarmists?       Or    are 
we  purveyors  of  critical  truth 
which    other    media    choose    to 
ignore     or     disbelieve?      These 
are     questions     we      must     ask 
ourselves,    but     we    know    that 
the    charges    and    reports    can- 
not   be    ignored.     As    a    force 
for     peace     and     a     source     of 
alternative   views,    KPFT   feels 
a    mighty  responsibility   during 
troubled   dangerous  times.    We 
know    that   if   there   is  a    Cen- 
tral    American     invasion     that 


Pacifica     will    be    an    informa- 
tion   source    that    people     will 
need    more  than  ever.   Therein 
lies   a   great  irony. 

It  is  ironic  that  it  takes 
troubled  times  to  make  Paci- 
fica's  importance  most  evi- 
dent. The  tremendous  listener 
response  to  recent  lectures 
by  Stock  well,  Helen  Caldicott, 
Noam  Chomsky  and  other 
KPFT  public  affairs  broad- 
casts indicates  that  our  lis- 
teners are  deeply  worried  and 
in  need  of  alternative  per- 
spectives. It  is  almost  as  if 
when  news  is  bad,  our  stock 
(if  we  had  any)  goes  up. 
Longtime  Pacifica  observers 
remember  the  Vietnam  War 
as  PacifLca's  finest  moments. 
Pacifica  was  a  vital  source 
of  truth  and  alternative  cov- 
erage of  the  conflict,  and 
frequently  took  the  lead  in 
exposing  the  stories  that 
mainstream  media  missed  or 
ignored.  As  an  example,  Pa- 
cifica station  WBAI  was  first 
to  broadcast  the  My  Lai 
story,  after  the  New  York 
Times  and  other  major  media 
had  declined  to  print  or  air 
Seymour  Hersch's  report  on 
the    massacre. 

More  recently,  last  year 
KPFT  provided  alternative 
coverage  when  the  Reagan 
administration     and     the"      U.S. 


military  effectively  censored 
the  media's  coverage  of  the 
Grenada  invasion.  Through 
blatant  and  subtle  press  ma- 
nipulation, Reagan  was  able 
achieve  a  seeming  national 
consensus     that     the     invasion 

was     justified     and     "a      proud 
moment      for      America."      At 
KPFT     we     did     not    and     have 
not  accepted   that  easy  judge- 
ment.   KPFT  listeners    will  re- 
call    that     we     suspended     the 
Fall    *83     Marathon    to    broad- 
cast   the     unedited     UN     hear- 
ings     on      the      invasion,      and 
that     we     observed     the     anni- 
versary   of    the    invasion     with 
powerful     documentaries     pre- 
senting  quite  a  different  view 
of  the  events. 

We  do  not  love  to  bring 
you  bad  news  or  negative  re- 
ports about  the  U.S.  govern- 
ment. We  broadcast  reports 
of  secret  U.S.  war  plans  not 
because  we  delight  in  pre- 
dicting doom  or  because  we 
hope  to  be  proven  right. , 
Rather,  by  helping  Jhn  Stock- 
well's  message  to  be  heard 
we  hope  we  are  making  his 
predictions  less  likely  to 
come  true.  If  enough  people 
can  be  alerted  to  the  alarm- 
ing possibilities,  then  perhaps 
the  worst  scenarios  can  be 
averted  through  the  efforts 
of    a     more    vigilant    populace. 


"New  Dimensions"  Series  Joins  KPFT  line-up 


"Every  time  you  turn  on  the 
news,"  says  Michael  Tons,  "there's 
so  much  darkness,  it's  hard  to  see 
the  light.  There's  a  real  desper- 
ate need  in  America  for  hopeful  vis- 
sions.  I'm  struck  by  the  success 
of  evangelical  and  religious  broad- 
casters. They  offer  a  hopeful  vis- 
ion, albeit  a  narrow  one.  People 
are  so  hungry  for  hope." 

Tans  should  know.  Co-founder, 
with  his  wife  Justine,  of  New  Duren- 
sions  Radio,  he  has  been  a  persist- 
ent and  effective  purveyor  of  hope 
for  more  than  a  decade  now.  Since 
1973,  the  Tomses  have  produced  near- 
ly 2, OCX)  taped  interviews  with  ex- 
perts on  what  may  be  broadly  defined 
as  "New  Age"  topics:  shamanism,  hum- 
anistic psychology,  the  human  poten- 
tial movement,  pacifism,  ecology, 
and  small-is-beautiful  economics. 
Beginning  with  a  single  San  Francis- 
co station,  New  Dimensions  now  airs 
on  more  than  40  stations  nationally, 
and  that  number  may  grow  as  much  as 
four-fold  by  the*  end  of  the  year. 

'  "We've  done  2,000  interviews  and 
we  have  tapes  of  all  of  them"  Tons 
says.  "It's  an  aural  history-  ^wo 
hundred    years   ago,    Indians   sat   a-

That's  all  we're  doing  in  New  Dimen- 

Nearly  everyone  who  is  anyone  in 
Age  circles  has  talked1"  into  New  Di- 
mensions' microphones  at  one  time 
or  another:  the  late  Buckminster 
Fuller  (a  friend  and  one  of  my  men- 
tors," says  Ntichael),  J.  Krishnamur- 
ti,  Ram  Dass,  Patricia  Sun,  Timothy 
Leary,  musicians  Keith  Jarrett  and 
Raul  Winter,  Barbara  Marx  Hubbard, 
Joseph  Campbell — the  All-Cosmic 
team.

Michael  Terns,  bearish  and 
bearded,  is  an  ex-advertising  whiz 
kid  who  grounds  his  high-flying  phi- 


losophy  with  a  shrewd  marketing 
sense.  An  engaging  conversationa- 
list with  strong  on-air  presence, 
he  is  the  chief  interviewer  in  near- 
ly all  of  the  shows. 

Justine  Toms,  pleasant  and  low- 
key,  does  the  occasional  interview 
herself,  but  laughingly  allows  that 
it's  not  her  forte.  Her  strength 
is  her  organizational  sense;  she's 
executive  director  of  the  non-profit 
educational  foundation  that  produces 
the    programs.      Together,    they    sit 

They're  not  exactly  "60  Minutes" 
material,  these  interviews.  But 
then,  that's  the  point.  "New  Dimen- 
sions programs  empower  people.  They 
can  listen  to  other  people  just 
talking  naturally  about  options, 
possibilities,  alternatives.

Justice:  No  longer  Color-Blind

While  the  Mondale-Ferraro  team 
gear  up  for  the  presidential  race, 
shades  emitted  by  the  new  Rainbow 
Coalition  still  fill  the  atmos- 
phere. The  name  "Jesse  Jackson" 
will  go  down  in  history  books  for 
decades  as  the  first  Black  presi- 
dential candidate  to  seek  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  Democratic  party. 

Yet  the  historical  significance 
of  the  1984  election  does  not  stop 
on  the  national  level.  This  also 
marks  a  first  for  minority  politi- 
cians in  the  City  of  Houston.  It 
is  the  FIRST  time  Houstonians  have 
seen  so  many  Black  and  Brown  faces 
vy  for  judicial  positions  that 
have  been  traditionally  held  by 
white  males. 

Of  the  lOOf  county,  district  and 
appellate  court  benches  in  Harris 
County,  only  three  minority  judges 
have  presided.  But  a  change  has 
come.  Minority  judges  and  attor- 
neys are  reaching  out.  On  Novem- 
ber 6,  Sheila  Jackson  Lee,  Freddie 
N.  Jackson,  Carolyn  Hobson,  Ken- 
neth M.  Hoyt,  Judge  Lupe  Salinas, 
Judge  Weldon  Berry,  and  Judge 


Cecil  Bush  will  seek  slots,  res- 


pectively, in  the  215th  District 


Court,  178th  District  Court,  339th 
District  Court,  80th  District 
Court,  County  Civil  Court  #3,  the 
First  Court  of  Appeals,  and  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace,  Precinct  7. 

The  supporters  for  these  candi- 
dates cross  racial,  economic,  cul- 
tural and  social  lines.  During 
a  late-campaign  reception  for  them 
Mayor  Kathy  Whitmire — a  supporter- 
made  these  remarks:  "We  have  a 
cause.  It  is  our  job  to  get  these 
judges  elected;  (minority)  repre- 
sentation is  small  and  inadequate. 
It's  a  tough  job  running  iri*  this 
county."  The  Mayor  added:  "Ihese 
people  have  made  a  commitment  in 
their  lives  and  it  is  up  to  us  to 
support  them."

The  November  race  for  the  of- 
fice of  District  Attorney  of 
Harris  County  is  partly  about 
overcrowding  in  the  Texas  Pri- 
son system,  plea  bargaining,  and 
the  early  release  of  convicted 
criminals.  But  underlying  all 
these  issues  is  perhaps  a  deeper 
one;  a  public  loss  of  faith  in 
the  criminal  justice  system. 

Both  incumbent  District  Attor- 
ney Johnny  Holmes,  and  the  Demo- 
cratic challenger  Eetvid  Jones, 
acknowledge  that  the  public  per- 
ception of  the  criminal  justice 
system  and  its  players  will  be 
a  critical  factor. 

Both  men  understand  that  the 
road  to  the  District  Attorney's 
office  is  a  political  one.  So, 
the  ultimate  winner  of  the  of- 
fice will  depend  much  more  on 
how  the  national  tickets  fare, 
rather  than  how  the  local  issues 
appear  to  be  defined. 

Harris  County  is  largely  Demo- 
cratic. If  national  and  local 
Democrats  do  well,  Jones  has  a 
good  shot  of  unseating  Holmes. 
Maanwhile,  the  incumbent  has  re- 
cently publicized  the  fact  that 
he  is  a  member  of  the  Reagan- 
Bush-Graran  team.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  Holmes  is  counting  on 
his  name  recognition,  popularity 
and  the  fallout  from  an  expected 
strong  Republican  showing  in  No- 
vember to  keep  his  office. 

As  to  the  issues,  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  a  wide  range 
of  disagreement  between  the  two 
candidates. 

Both  Holmes  and  Jones  are  in 
favor  of  capital  punishment  and 
against  the  establishment  of  a 
public  defender's  office  for  the 
county. 

Both  men  agree  that  crime  vic- 
tims should  not  have  a  direct 
role  in  plea  bargaining  nor 


have  a  direct  role  on  the  deci- 
sions of  the  district  attorney 
in  punishment  recommendations. 

As  to  the  role,  if  any,  the 
district  attorney  should  play 
in  developing  a  plan  for  reduc- 
ing the  Texas  prison  population, 
Holmes  believes  this  issue  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Texas 
Department  of  Corrections,  not 
his  office. 

Jones,  while  not  articulating 
a  specific  plan,  felt  a  city  and 
county  task  force,  which  he 
would  help  form,  would  be  the 
best  instrument  to  devise  a 
workable  plan. 

Qie  area  of  disagreement  bet- 
ween the  two  candidates  is  the 
question  of  having  a  career  cri- 
minal program  in  the  district 
attorney's  office.  Holmes  or- 
ganized a  major  offender  divi- 
sion in  his  office  which  works 
with  police  agencies,  and  consi- 
ders the  major  offender  division 
one  of  his  major  accomplish- 
ments. Jones  says  the  major  of- 
fender division  was  in  constant 
competition  with  the  career  cri- 
minal program  until  the  latter 
program's  funding  was  cut  under 
the  Reagan  administration.  He 
favors  re-establishing  the  car- 
eer criminal  program  with  com- 
plete funding  from  the  County 
Commissioners  Court. 

The  role  of  ccnmercial  bail 
bondsmen  in  the  criminal  justice 
system  is  another  area  of  dis- 
agreement. Holmes  argues  that 
they  perform  a  necessary  service 
by  returning  many  of  the  28,000 
outstanding  felony  warrants  that 
remained  unserved  in  the  county 
last  year.  Jones  counters  that 
hail  bondsmen  have  become  too 
powerful  and  argues  that  they 
distort  almost  every  decision 


You've  Come  A  long  Wou . . .  Maybe

It  looks  pretty  encouraging — per- 
haps even  inspiring— as  we  peruse 
the  1984  political  scene.  Geraldine 
Ferraro  is  running  for  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Jean  Kirkpatrick  was  the  key- 
note speaker  for  the  OOP  National 
Convention,  and  Houston  has  its  own 
Kathy  Whitmire. 

So,  women  as  candidates  and  as 
^•liririans  seem  to  be  truckin' 
along— full  steam  ahead.  Bon 
on  closer  inspection,  right  here  in 
Harris  County,  there  is  a  less  en- 
couraging scenario. 

There  are  a  total  of  102  races 
being  run  in  Harris  County  in  the 
1984  election  year.  Of  that  102, 
only  20  races  involve  women  conten- 
ders. And  in  all  likelihood,  not 
more  than  10  of  those  women  will  be 
elected  or  re-elected. 

And  in  which  races  will  these 
women  be  running:  How  about  the 
U.S.  Senate  or  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives?  Nope.  How  about 
the  Texas  Supreme  Court  or  the  Texas 
Court  of  Criminal  Appeals?  Nope. 

Of  the  two  State  Senate  races, 


there  is  one  woman,  a  Libertarian, 
running  against  incumbent  Republican 
"Buster"  Brown.  Good  luck,  honey. 

Of  the  26  State  Representative 
races,  there  are  five  women  running- 
two  Democrats,  two  Libertarians,  and 
one  Independent. 

Of  course,  the  race  for  District 
7  State  Board  of  Education  Member 
involves  a  woman  (Republican)  run- 
ning against  a  man  (Libertarian). 
Guess  who'll  win  this  one? 

Of  the  30  judicial  races,  women 
are  running  in  seven  races.  Of  the 
eight  Justice  of  the  Peace  races, 
one  woman  is  running. 

Of  the  seven  County  School  Trust- 
ee races,  four  women  are  running  in 
two  of  those  elections. 

No  women  are  running  for  District 
Attorney  or  County  Attorney.  And 
of  course,  women  don't  run  for  Sher- 
iff, or  Constable,  for  that  matter. 

So  why  is  it  that  women  have  cho- 
sen to  limit  their  participation  in 
Harris  County  politics?  Perhaps  it 
is  the  lack  of  candidates,  or  the 
lack  of  commitment  to  groaning  women

in  criminal  justice  in  Harris 
County.  He  pointed  to  a  doubl- 
ing of  the  Texas  prison  popula- 
tion over  a  year-and-a-half, 
mainly  due  to  the  doubling  of 
misdemeanor  and  felony  bonds. 

Ihe  loss  of  faith  in  the  crim- 
inal justice  system  by  the  aver- 
age citizen  is  something  both 
candidates  recognize.   Holmes 
believes  much  of  this  stems  from 
the  perception  that  when  an  in- 
dividual is  captured,  the  public 
expects  something  is  going  to 
happen  to  them— and  many  times, 
it  doesn't.  He  suggests  a  re- 
turn to  some  degree  of  finality 
in  a  criminal  case,  and  an  in- 
crease in  information  to  the 
public. 

Jones  puts  the  blame,  however, 
squarely  in  the  district  attor- 
ney's office.  Since,  he  argues, 
it  is  the  primary  source  for  the 
disposition  of  cases  and  punish- 
ment, the  Board  of  Pardons  and 
Paroles  should  not  be  held  res- 
ponsible when  a  convicted  felon 
who  received  a  sentence  of  seven 
years  "hits  the  streets  after 
serving  a  year-and-a-half."  He 
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for  political  office,  or  maybe  a 
little  of  both. 

As  far  as  political  careers  are 
concerned,  a  friend  of  mine  asked 
why  I  didn't  run  for  office,  to 
which  I  replied,  "I  couldn't  handle 
losing." 

Then,  a  long-time  politico  re- 
marked, "If  you  think  losing  is  bad, 
you  should  think  about  all  the  B.S. 
involved  when  you  win.  Winning  is 
worse." 

Maybe  so.

DAVID  JONES 
blames  plea-bargaining  as  the 
chief  villain,  and  one  of  his 

major  campaign  planks  is  an  at- 
tack on  plea  bargaining  and  a 
program  to  reduce  plea  bargain- 
ing for  serious  felony  crimes. 

Holmes,  on  the  other  hand,  ar- 
gues that  plea  bargaining  is  the 
best  possible  way  to  dispose  of 
a  criminal  case,  assuming  that 
justice  is  served.  While  public 
perception  of  it  is  very  nega- 
tive, he  points  out  that  the 
plea  bargaining  process  is  a 
better  alternative  than  taking 
every  second  and  first  degree 
felony  case  to  trial.  It  is  a 
huge  waste  of  limited  resources. 

Significantly,  while  public 
perception  is  that  the  criminal 
justice  system  has  not  been  very 
effective  in  stemming  crime, 
this  does  not  appear  to  have 
translated  into  a  powerful 
"let's  throw  the  rascals  out" 
movement.  Holmes  remains  rather 
popular  among  large  segements 
of  the  Harris  County  public  and, 
in  some  circles,  is  the  favorite 
to  retain  power  in  the  district 
attorney's  office.

This  is  how  we  plan  to  use  the 
balance  of  our  federal  facilities 
grant  money. 

We  plan  to  move  Master  Control 
to     the     room     now    marked    Air 

Studio.  The  new  Control  Room 
will  be  equipped  with  a  new  con- 
trol board  and  a  new  two  track 
reel  to  reel  recorder.  One  of 
the  playback-only  reel  to  reels 
will  be  moved  to  production.  The 
new  control  room  will  be  arranged 
so  that  the  operator  may  remain 
seated  while  performing  all 
duties.  It  will  be  configured  in 
the  traditional  horseshoe  shape. 
There  will  be  room  for  up  to  four 
guests  for  interviews. 

The  old  control  room  will  be- 
come a  studio/record  library. 
The  L-shaped  monster  console  will 
be  retired( although  some  sections 
may  be  used  here  and  there).  The 
Ramko  board  will  be  moved  to  pro- 
dution  control  and  the  Gates  Yard 
will  be  moved  back  into  the  big 
room,  opposite  the  window  from 
the  new  control  board.  .  There 
will  be  a  reel  to  reel  recorder 
provided  so  the  room  may  be  used 
as  a  self  contained  facility  for 
interviews,  telephone  recording, 
tape  auditioning,  music  record- 
ing, etc.  The  room  will  also  be 
used  for  live  programs  with  separ- 


ate engineers,  such  as  news, 
where  the  sounds  of  cart  machines 
and  other  mechanical  noises  are 
especially  annoying.  Me  will 
also  have  room  for  more  records 
and  enough  space  for  a  large 
roundtable  discussion  or  a  live 
band.  Microphone  connectors  will 
go  to  Master  Control  and  Produc- 
tion for  maximum  flexibility; 
A  talk-back  system  will  be  pro- 
vided for  comnunications  between 
all  studios. 

The  prodution  control  room  will 
get  a  second  turntable,  one  of 
the  I.T.C.  playback  only  reel  to 
reels,  a  new  two  track  reel  to 
reel  recorder  and  tentatively  a 
4-track  reel  to  reel  recorder. 
There  will  also  be  two  cart  mach- 
ines and  the  existing  cassette 
deck.  The  %ex  440-B  will  be 
moved  to  the  newsroom.  The  440- 
C  will  be  moved  to  the  new  large 
studio. 

The  third  new  2-track  reel  to 
reel  recorder  will  be  permanently* 
installed  directly  above  the 
satellite  demods,  so  we  can  take 
feeds  without  tying  up  an  entire 
room.

Supporters  of  Pacifica  Radio 
know  more  than  most  people  that  one 
of  our  greatest  freedoms  as  Ameri- 
cans is  that  of  access  to  informa- 
tion and  free  and  open  discussion 
of  issues  and  ideas.  This  country 
prides  itself  on  the  wide  range  of 
viewpoints  and  discussions  dissem- 
inated by  the  mass  media:  televi- 
sion, radio,  newspapers,  magazines 
and  books. 

However,  author  Bagdikian  illus- 
trates in  this  book  that  the  media, 
during  the  past  few  decades,  has 
become  monopolized  by  only  about 
50  multinational  corporations  which 
now  control  the  majority  of  what 
America  hears,  sees,  and  in  turn, 
thinks. 

According  to  the  author,  just 
20  newspaper  chains  control  over 
50$  of  the  daily  sales  influencing 
the  viewpoints  of  millions  of  citi- 
zens. One  chain — the  Gannett  Group 
— owns  88  daily  papers  with  a  com- 
bined circulation  of  3.75  million! 

He  also  points  out  that  CBS  is 
now  among  the  FORTUNE  500:  those 
1%  of  all  corporations  which  makes 
87/J  of  the  wealth.  These  powerful 
companies  not  only  are  dominant  in 
television  and  radio,  but  also  show 
strength  in  book  publishing,  maga- 
zines, records  and  tapes.  The  glo- 
bal implications  go  further:  these 
same  companies  have  subsidiaries 
in  34  countries,  including  Argen- 
tina and  South  Africa. 

The  50  controllers  of  the  major- 
ity of  news  and  information,  the 
book  points  out,  are  investment- 
bound  to  nearly  every  large  indus- 
try from  agribusiness  to  video 
games;  and  from  tobacco  to  weapons' 
technology.  So,  policies  and  laws 
which  affect  these  industries  are 
legislated,  influenced  and  condi- 
tioned by  the  information  these 
same  corporations  allow  through 
their  "gatekeeping"  systems. 

Consumer  activist  Ralph  Nader 
has  called  Bogdikian  "the  cons- 
cience of  American  journalism." 
Indeed,  in  this  book,  Bogdikian  de- 
livers a  powerful  report — including 
facts,  figures  and  lists — that  is 
important,  timely  and  (for  now) 
available  to  the  public.  This  book 
is  must  reading  for  anyone  who  is 
concerned  with  the  changing  world 
of  mass  media  and  information.

Mien  Dr.  Chandler  Davidson  be- 
gan to  look  at  factors  affecting 
minority  voting  patterns  more 
than  a  couple  years  ago,  he — and 
all  of  America — had  no  idea  a 
Black  man  would  choose  1984  as 
the  year  to  challenge  standard 
political  mores. 

But  the  candidacy  of  kev.  Jesse 
Jackson  began,  and  did  more  than 
ignite  fire  in  an  otherwise  dry 
campaign— this  ethnic-based  drive 
for  the  presidency  sharply  foc- 
used on  the  systematic  ways 
minorities  were  being  excluded 
from   full    political    empowerment. 

In  hindsight.  Chandler's 
MINORITY  VOTE  DILUTION,  was  pro- 
phetic, for  it,  too,  delves  into 
the  why's  and  wherefore's  of 
limited  minority  participation 
in  the  political  realm.  Through 
12  essays  penned  by  some  of  the 
foremost  pol i  ti  cal  strategi  sts 
of  our  times.  Chandler  et  al  ex- 
plore the  history  and  present 
realities  behind  this  insidious 
web  of  exclusionary  systems. 
Gerrymandering,  at-large  voting 
districts,  and  the  1965  Voting 
Rights  Act  are  but  some  of  the 
elements    these    scholars   dissect. 

The  Joint  Center  for  Political 
Studies— a  think  tank  on  Black 
policy  issues— supported  the  re- 
search for  this  project.  The 
Center's  prstigious  involvement 
lends  another  layer  of  credibil- 
ity to  this  peircing  discussion 
of  politics  that  should  attract 
serious  ccrTmentators  and  con- 
cerned readers. 

Conclusions?  Remedies  are  pos- 
sible and  even  practiced,  but 
public  awareness  and  legislative 
pressure  are  key  ingredients  for 
successful  change.  A  sociology 
professor  at  Houston's  own  Rice 
University,  Dr.  Davidson  has  de- 
livered a  wel 1 -constructed  and 
timely  analysis  of  surely  one  of 
today's  most  intriguing  political 
puzzles — how  the  American  politi- 
cal system  has  contrived  to  dis- 
enfranchise large  segments  of  its 
citizens.

I  won't  be  sending  you  any  money 
to  help  keep  your  station  on  the 
air  this  year.  Not  that  my  $60 
would  make  much  difference,  or  that 
my  opinion  will  either,  but  since 
I'm  not  sending  the  first  I  feel 
you  should  have  the  second  by  way 
of  explanation. 

I  don't  appreciate  racial  slurs 
and  I  detest  people  who  justify 
them.  Your  station  is  guilty  of 
both  (as  I'm  sure  you're  aware)  be- 
cause of  the  music  that  was  played 
during  the  "Back  40"  bluegrass  show 
last  Sunday.  "Run,  nigger,  run" 
is  a  sick  phrase  to  use  as  a  chorus 
for  any  song,  at  any  time,  in  any 
context.  Its  presence  on  KPFT 
seemed  particularly  inappropriate 
and  jarring.  My  reaction,  I'm 
ashamed  to  admit,  was  anger — anger 
sufficient  to  cause  me  to  turn  the 
program  off,  particularly  after 
hearing  Larry  Winters  explain  that 
(programmers  at)  KPFT  could  play 
"whatever  they  want." 

That  comment  seemed  to  imply  a 
racial  smugness,  a  certainty  of  ma- 
jority safety,  that  was  revealing.
